Then the
military, it I pointed out, would have
a free hand to take the field ngrinst the
Irish Republican army, which, now that
it hms been recognized nx n reguinrarmy,
would, the military nuthorities declare,
have to ablde by the laws of war or
siiffer the eonsequences.
